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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-14 and 17-23 were rejected in the Office Action entered on 30 June 2008. 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on 30 October 2008 has been entered. 

The 30 October 2008 submission has amended claims 1, 7, and 14. Claims 1-14 and 17- 
23 are pending in this application. 

Claims 1-14 and 17-23 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicants remarks 
submitted on 30 October 2008 persuasively distinguish the claimed invention over the closest 
available prior art. 

Although several of Applicants' claimed elements are well known in the prior art, such as 
a microcontroller, a virtual microcontroller, and a breakpoint lookup table, the claimed 
combination involving the microcontroller and virtual microcontroller operating "in lock-step 
synchronization ...by executing same instructions using same clocking signals" (claims 1, 7, and 
14) in combination with a breakpoint lookup table "which is accessed in response to operation 
of said virtual microcontroller" (claim 1) or "stored ... in a virtual microcontroller" (claims 7 
and 14), and wherein "said breakpoint lookup table comprises a plurality of break bits 
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associated with a sequence of instruction addresses, ... and wherein each of said sequence of 
addresses has a corresponding break bit" (claims 1, 7, and 14), in combination with the other 
recited elements of the independent claims, is non-obvious over the prior art. 

Further, Applicants persuasively argue that the prior art of record fails to teach "a 
breakpoint lookup table which is accessed in response to operation of said virtual 
microcontroller" (claim 1) or "storing a breakpoint lookup table in a virtual microcontroller 
[and] at each instruction of the sequence of instructions to be executed by said virtual 
microcontroller, inspecting the breakpoint lookup table for a set break bit associated with the 
instruction " (claims 7 and 14), in combination with the other recited elements of the independent 
claims. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance."

US Patent No. 7,392,431 to Swoboda teaches a method of emulation similar in principle 
to the claimed invention in this application, but does not teach a virtual microcontroller, a virtual 
microcontroller operating in lockstep, or the breakpoint table of the claimed invention.
